Federal Highway 
Aid Bill Vital 
to Arkansas

Washington, June 11—(ff>)—Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and Mississippi have 
a stake of several million dollars in 
the federal highway aid bill over 
which the House and Senate now 
are in disagreement. 


The House passed the aid legis- 


lation some time ago; the Senate 
revised it, cut it down and passed 
the bill yesterday. 


As passed by the House the states 


would get $500,000,000 annually for 
three years for highway construc- 
tion and improvement work. 


As passed by the Senate yester- 


day the bill would authorize $400,- 
000,000 annualy for two years. 


Rep. Whittington (D-Miss) rank- 


ing Democrat on the House Public 
Works Committee, said that be- 
cause of this and other differences 
in the two versions the House will 
not accept the Senate bill. 
This action will send the bill to 


conference and what 
the 
confer- 


ence committee does is of consid- 
erable interest to the states. 
For instance under 
the 
three 
year House bill the three states 
would receive these totals: Arkan- 
sas $22,344,000; Louisiana $22,155,- 
000: 
and Mississippi $23,961,000. 
But under the Senate version a 
state breakdown shows, the two- 
year totals would be: 


Arkansas 
$11,924,000; 
Louisiana 


$11,834,000; Mississippi $12,688 000 


Another important difference in 
the bills is this: 


The House version provides that 
the state does not have to contract 
each year's allotment during that 
year but if for one reason or anoth- 
er it does not use all its allotment 
one year it will be available the 
next year. 


The Senate version would require 
the state to contract for its yearly 


• allotment within that year.

2,585,000 Non-Vets

The census bureau estimated 
today there are 2,585,000 non- 
veterans aged 19 through 25.

The bureau did not attempt 
to say how many of the 2,585,- 
000 have dependents or 
take 


into account physical and other 
factors which might 
lead 
to 
deferments. - 


It listed the number of whites 


as>2,126,000 and the number of 
non-whites as 459,000. 


The bureau -Acstlmated 
the 
total male civilian population in 
the 19 through 25 age bracket 
at 7,783,000 as of last April 1, 
and said another 592,000 in this 
age group already are in the 
armed forces. 


About two out-of every three 
in the 19 to 25 bracket,, are 
World War 2 veterans,' making 
the total in that class, 198,- 
000, 
the bureau said.

Senate Passes

House leaders, jolted to action by a 
78-to-10 vote in the Senate, signaled 
today for quick House passage of 
the peacetime draft. 


Speaker Joseph W. Martin, Jr., 
called for a vote on the 19-through- 
25 selective service bill next Tues- 
day or Wednesday. He said 
four 
hours of debate whould be enough 


"We can probably pass it in one 
day," he added. 


House opponents of peacetime 
conscription, previously 
confident 


that congressional draft sentiment 
was waning, rocked from the im- 
pact of the Senate's overwhelming 
endorsement. 


Chairman Leo E. Allen of the 


House Rules Committee backed off 
his previous prediction 
that 
the 
rules group might defy Republican 
leaders and pigeonhold the draft. 


The Illinois Republican said his 
committee —which has stalled for 
a month—will vote at 10:30 a m 
Monday. He put the odds at a little 
better than even that the draft bill 
will be cleared for House action. 


Martin, who was knwon to have 
passed word down to Allen yester- 
day that he expects the bill to come 
out, 
told reporters: 


"I don't have any doubt that we 
will get a rule."

New York, June 11 — (/P)— Louis 


is a twelve-year-old boy who lives 
on borrowed blood but never asked 
anybody to lend him any courage. 
Looking up at a doctor in the 


Kings County hospital giving 
him 


his 
four-hundredth blood trans- 


fusion, Louis said cheerfully: 


"I sure get tired of coming 
to 


the hospital all the time. But one 
of these days I'll get over this, and 
I won't have to come back again." 


He doesn't know the odds against 
him. He doesn't know that all vic- 
tims of his strange malady 
must 


keep periodically refueling 
them- 


selves with other people's blood— 
or die. 


At seven 
months 
Louia 
was 
stricken with Cooley's anemia, 
a 


rare disease which strikes chiefly 
among children of Mediterranean 
descent. Until recent 
years, 
the 


small victims of his obsecure ail- 
ment simply weakened 
progres- 


sively until death look them. There 
was no cure. There is no cure. But 
it was found they could be 
kept 


alive by repeated transufusions. 
How long? Louis is one of 
the 


children who is living that answer. 


Since his seventh month the body 
has existed only by the borrowed 
vigor tapped from the veins of his 
father and strangers he has never 
seen. He began by taking a fifth of 
a pint at each 
transfusion. 
Now 


every lew weeks he 
needs 
four 


pints. Later he may require even 
more. 


As he lay on a bed in the Kings 


County hospital receiving his 204th 
pint of blood, Louis joked with the 
nurses. He didn't look ill. He is a 
little undersized, but 
his 
brown 


eyes sparkled, and he talked gaily 


(of how soon he could give the hos- 
|pital back 
its 
pepermint-stripcd 


pajamas and go for u trip to 
the 
country. 


"I used to get the blood from iny 
father," 
Louis 
confided. "He'd 


bring me here arid he'd give as 
much blood as they'd let him.' 
"That's right,' said ' Dr. Harvey 
Gollar.ce, deputy medical superin- 


tendent, "his father literally would 
bleed himself white for the boy." 


Now the blood is provided by the 


American Red Cross, which col- 
lects it in Brooklyn and other areas 
for_ patients such as Louis. 


"It is always possible that some- 
one will discover a cure," said Dr. 
Gollance. "Not too long ago we'd 
have had to give Louis up for lost 
in his infancy. But now 
we can 
keep him alive for many years, as 
long as we have the blood to give 
him. And he can lead a reasonably 
normal life. But he'll have to keep

The Doctor

Exposure to sunlight, like every- 


thing else, can be greatly over- 
done and often is. The amount of 
sunlight from which the- skin and 
body can benefit is not unlimited. A 
lot of sun is not necessarily Lelvcr 
than a little sun. After a Jong 
winter of little sunshine the skin 
is not able to stand much sun 
until it has become accustomed to 


Everyone knows 
that the rays 


of the 
sun 
contain 
properties 
which are necessary for growth 
of plants and helpful, it not quite 
so obviously necessary, 
for (he 


heallh and wellboing 
of human 
beings and animals. 
One of-the 


benefits which the sun can pivo 
is to aid the human skin in pro- 
ducing a substance called vithnan 
D. which is necessary for complete 
good health. 


Tanning Protects Skin 
A brown, tanned color is {he re- 
sult of the deposit of a pigment or 
coloring matter in the skin called 
melanin. This helps to protect the 
body against getting-too much frmn 
the sun's rays. When tno skin be- 
comes pale it means that there is 
not much melanin present. Melanin 
does not flow to the skin at once 
on exposure to sun but takes timi- 
A white skin, therefore, is not as 
well protected against thj sun 03 
it is when good tanning is p-es- 
ent. Until the skin is protected 
m this way it can be burned 
by 


the- sun in almost 
-ixai,';ly 
the 
same way that it can bo burned 
by any other hot substance. 


When the skin is burned by sun 


the outer layers are killscl .After 
a severe sunburn, the outer layers 
are shed in sheets, which we 'call 
peeling. The dead 
outer layers 


do not gel any benefit from th" 
sun and actually prevent wine of 
the good which is desired. 


People who are not accustomed 


to much sunlight and do not show 
tanning should be careful 
the first few exposures.
